ial fh your body. Not only must your 
tissuts be supplied with blood, but 
the blood must be sufficient 
in 


amount, contain enough oxygen, and 
carry enough anti substances to infec- 
,tion to keep the body free from dis- 
ease. 


Because of this, you should con- 


sider the circulation in planning any 
program of hygiene. For instance, 
poor, posture crowds the heart by add- 
ing the pressure of the chest wall'and 
that of the organs to the burden which 
the heart has to bear, and in this 
way poor posture is bad for the cir- 
culation. Insufficient exercise results 
in poor muscle tone and poor muscle 
tone increases the burden of the heart, 
because rt results in congestion in the 
tissues.

One of the first signs of a deficiency 


in the blood is appearance of anemia. 
This means • that the blood doesn't 
contain enough red blood cells and 
hemoglobin, or red coloring matter, 
or else that certain portions of the 
body are not sufficiently supplied 
with blood. 


One of the most common causes of 


anemia is the loss of a good deal of 
blood 
from the body following a 


wound, or disturbance of the periodic 
functions in women. The blood cells 
also are destroyed by chronic infec- 
tions and by invasion of parasites such 
as occur in malaria. There may also 
be a failure in the diet of substances 
necessary to stimulate formation of 
red blood cells. 


vWhen any part of the body becomes 


suddenly white, it is a sign ;that the 
blood vessels have become constricted 
and that the blood is not going suit- 
ably to that part If a sudden stop- 
page, of the flow of blood to the brain 
occurs, dizziness and faintness occur, 
and then loss of consciousness. 


There are also certain 
unusual 


forms of blood diseases which may be 
inherited. An example 
of this is 


hemophilia, a condition in which the 
blood does not clot after a wound. 
This condition affects only male mem- 
bers of a family and is transmitted 
only by female members. 


To build up proper blood, certain 


substances are important. In the diet, 
.liver and lamb kidneys are essential, 
because these stimulate the formation 
of red blood cells better than almost 
any other foods. An extract which is 
known to have this power has also 
been prepared from the wall of the 
stomach. 


Iron is of exceeding importance as 


a drug for overcoming various forms 
of anemia and is especially necessary 
in development of the red coloring 
matter in the blood. The vitamins 
also are known to be useful.

National City Bank Says 


We Are Keeping the 


World Upset 


NEW YORK — (7P) — The National 


City bank of New York lays a "grave 
share of the responsibility" on the 
door-step of the United States for cur- 
rent world currency disorders in its 
monthly review issued Sunday. 


The world currency apple-cart, the 


bank says, owes its upset in no small 
measure to the devaluation of the dol- 
lar by the United States. Furthermore, 
it is stated, "it is a mistake to believe 
that this country can escape the con- 
sequences if the disorders 
become 


more serious or widespread." 


What of early stabilization of world 


monies?, the review asks. In answer 
four conditions are set out which must 
be met before lasting stabilization can 
be attained. 


"These conditions are, first, satisfac- 


tion in each country with its internal 
price level and the establishment of 
an internal equilibrium giving reason- 
able stability of prices. 


"Second , establishment of currency 


values equating price levels between 
countries. 


"Third, a truce in the arbitrary in- 


terference with trade. 


"Fourth, elimination of fiscal uncer- 


tainties and establishment of such se- 
curity for capital as will prevent dis- 
rupting flights of funds from one coun- 
try to another in search of safety."

ET. Louis, Mo.—(/P)—The St. Louis 


Federal reserve bank reported Friday 
that general business conditions in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District dur- 
ing the closing weeks of February and 
the first half of March continued to 
reflect the spottiness and unevenness 
noted during the similar period pre- 
ceding. 


Taken ns a whole, the report said, 


a relatively better exhibit wa.s made 
by production than distribution of 
commodities. This the report account- 
ed for partly by seasonal considera- 
tions, an important factor being the 
very late Easter dale. 


Retail trade was in comparatively 


larger volume than wholesaling and 
jobbing trade. Generally, merchants 
nnd the public were more conservative 
in their buying than was the case dur- 
ing the preceding several months. 


Advance business on wholesalers' 


books March 1 was less in general 
than at the corresponding time Inst 
year. Since thai date there has been 
some improvement in ordering, but 
the betterment was confined 
chiefly 


to goods for prompt shipment and 
merchandise for the Easier trade. 


Department store sales in Febru- 


ary were 2.2 per cent greater than for 
the same month in 1934, and slightly 
greater than the January 
total this 


year. The cumulative total for the 
first two months this year wns 1.6 per 
cent greater than for the same period 
in 1934. Combined sales in February 
of all wholesaling and jobbing firms 
were 18 per cent and 10 per cent 
smaller, respectively, lhan a year and 
a month earlier.

rehabilitate the Indian, making him 
self-reliant and preserving his remain- 
ing assets. 


Lobbyists persuaded certain 
con- 


gressmen to cut in half the budgeted 
appropriations for land purchases, an 
Indian credit system, and tribal or- 
ganization—all vital parts of the In- 
dian "New Deal" program. 


The opposition even includes a mis- 


sionary group which fights Collier and 
Ickes because they prohibit coercion 
of Indians into religious denomina- 
tions and permit Indians to return to 
their old tribal religions if they like. 


Other malcontents have tried to col- 


lect money from the Indians and find 
themselves balked by the Indian bu- 
reau. 


Lumber interests rae fighting Col- 


lier because of the new policy which 
encourages Indians to cut and mill 
their own timber instead of leasing 
the timber land on contract while re- 
maining idle. 


Organized cattle and sheep men are 


striking back because the Interior De- 
partment is closing out Indian grazing 
ranges and turning them back to In- 
dians, whom it already has supplied 
with 30,000 head of foundation stock. 


For weeks, the House Indian Af- 


fairs Committee has been hearing 
complaints against the Indian admin- 
istration. The investigation appears 
to have been inspired by men who 
sought to "blackmail" the bureau into 
a. concilatory attitude and hardly any- 
one in Washington has been paying 
any attention to it.
